EVERAL states in this section of the country are very 

interested in uniform laws and regulations for com- 
mercial bus and truck operations, and a few days ago the 
first of a series of conferences was held in Chicago and 
was attended by Russell A. Gorman and Robert H. Dunn, 
Michigan public utility commissioners. 

Five states were represented at the conference: Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, Indiana and Michigan. 

A co-operative agreement whereby each commission 
would aid the others in reporting and regulating “wildcat” 
operators who shy at the safety rules and insurance re- 
quirements was reached. Each commission will exchange 
rules and regulations concerning buses and trucks, and 
an accountant from each commission will serve on a 
newly created committee to formulate a uniform system 
of accounting. 

The various states do not want to do anything that will 
hamper the work of the legitimate truck and bus companies. 
In fact, they want to be of help as far as possible. However, 
they are going after ‘“‘wildcat’”’ operators who fail to obey 
the laws and regulations of the various states. 

This business has grown at a rapid rate during the last 
few years and a further growth is anticipated. The public 
utility commissioners of the above mentioned states realize 
that some uniform method of regulation must be put in 
force, for only in this way can the legitimate companies oper- 
ating in these states be safeguarded.

Seats in the seven-passenger Stand- 
ard Eight sedan are finished with 
heavily pleated upholstery to match 
the rest of the car interior. 

Each line has four different open- 
car types—the roadster, seven-pas- 
senger touring, phaeton and sport 
phaeton, All of the open cars are 
even more rakish and sleek in ap- 
pearance than ever, and have many 
features of upholstering and fitting 
to add to their attractiveness.

wide general interest. What he had to say with regard to 
the effect of American manufacturing operations in foreign 
fields was particularly pertinent and significant. 

“The question has been raised,” said Mr. Sloan, “as to 
whether the cost of manufacture in a country like Germany 
might reach the point where, through evolution, motor cars 
could be produced and sold in competition in the American 
market. The determination of the relative cost of manu- 
facturing will be a matter of years to definitely establish. | 
There are involved in the problem many important factors 
which evolution only will enable us to evaluate. 

“In my opinion, however, irrespective of 
influence these factors may have,

The really dominant factor is 
volume of output. Under the most favorable auspices it

In spite of this huge consumption by people who 
have already owned a car,

European nations have traditions of industry which 
are utterly foreign to our ideals of volume production. 
The American manufacturer operating in these countires 
will have to educate the workmen he must use, not only 
in his own plants, but in the other industries that must 
supply him with materials, both raw and fabricated. He 
will have to imbue the entire country with the philosophy 
of mass production. And even then his market will be 
lacking. To create a domestic market in the foreign 
country in which he is working, the American manufac- 
turer will have to lift labor to the same scale of wages 
that prevails here to enable it to buy the products he 
wants it to take. If he does this he eliminates his single 
factor of advantage over American manufacturers. 

As a matter of fact, it is devoutly to be wished that 
labor all over the world could be lifted to the level of 
American labor. By exactly the proportion of the raise, 
foreign countries would increase their purchases from 
our industries. The world today is so closely knit in 
interchange of commodities that every country benefits 
by the economic gain of any other land. If our manu- 
facturers abroad are able to teach other countries better 
‘manufacturing methods, and increase the earning power 
of their citizens, so much the better for us, because we 
shall have more generous customers in the export field. 
But any danger of competition in our home markets 
from foreign manufacturing is merely a figment of the 
imagination.
